— 'I'he Aaauoiated 
Press learns that Japan and Rnaaia 
are on tbe rerge of a settlement of tbe 
far Eastern oontroreray, which prom- 1 
iaea to dissipate fbe war clond that 
has been brngiug orer both conntriea. j 
Tbia aettlement will be the reanltofl 
tbe negotiations which hare been in ^ 
progress for aome time past and which 
were aaalated by the frien.tly repre- 
sentationa of Prance to Rnaaia and of 
Great Britain to Jajian Tbe two na- 
tions hare practically agreed npon tbe 
basis of a treaty, tbe signing of wbicb 
can only be prevented by some nnex- 
pected developmenta. 

The baaia of the forthcoming agree- 
ment follows: 

Raasia will accept (he two agree- 
ments enieted into by js|Ntn ami Ko- 
rea .laie.l iSPfl and 1808 reapectirely, 
nuder which Japan aecnrrd rarions 
rights in Korea, incloding the luain- 
tenanoe of a garrison at Seonl. In ex- 1 
change f.ir Ibis ronceaalon. Japan will 
acoeiit Russia’s 'ireaty with China. rei- 
pecting Mancbnria.

Tbo suit is coatemplated by Colonel 
J. B. Ward, of Loaisvilla, whose son 
a aiamber of Battery A, was arreste' 
by a policeman and placed in tbe conn 
iy Jail, where ho waa kept in a cell 
nail Bnnday moraiog. Tbe order for 
yoaag Ward'a arreat waa mode by 
Flrat Liantonant Robert Q. Uordoa, 
ahaiift him with refnaing to attemi 
■aotinga' and drilla of bia bottery. 

WboB tba order for Wara’a arreai 
was drawn, like warranM for aoveral 
othor membern of Battery A were also 
drawn and placed in the tannda of tbe 
police, bnt thoee named in them were 
not apprehended nntil Monony ntgbi 
When they were taken to Jail they 
lyaro refoaed admittance by i rder ol 
Jailor Pflans, who, aftor oonanlting 
Ida nttornoy, decided be had no rigbt 
to rooaive pritonara on the order of 
Xdentenant Oordon Tbe me<i w<-re 
then liberated, and tbe police refoaen 
to aerve other warrant- in their bamia. 
Thla raised tbeqneation aa to the pow- 
er oenveyed by tbe stntntes, and Colo- 
nel Ward ia now having prepared a 
■ait to teat the law and its ccnatiin 
tlonallty. 

The enotion of tbe law ander which 
the warrants were issned, and wl>ich 
Colonel Warde will attack in the enn- 
tomplated prooeedlngt, ia as follows: 
“And the oommaaiting ottloer of 
any regiment, battalion, or oompany 
troop or battery, may arrest any meiii- 
her of his commaod for a violation of 
any order, regolstion or law for the 
government of tbe Kiutooky state { 
gnard and be may acthnrize in writ- 
ing any c 'uatable, police olHoer or 
oherifT of the oity orcoiiilv wherein 
■nch violation ocenrs, to so arrest anv 
anch delinquent member: au'i such 
commanding officer may torn over t» 
anv constable, police officer or sneriff 
nay member of bis oommaud soar 
lOStHd br bis, and snoh constable, po 
Uoe offljer or sheriff shall hold sum 
man so arresed In his onsicMiy nmil he 
baa been tried by tbe pro|ier couit- 
marllal or has been discharged by pro- 
per ambority, and for a period nr't • x 
oco ling five days.”
